The 
Cost 
of 
Living 
Council a week ago told the 
Postal Service to trim back 
the amount of the proposed 
increases 
but 
ordered 
no 
changes 
in the new rate 
structure. 
The 
reduction 
could be accomplished by 
delaying the rate hikes rather 
than 
reducing 
them, 
the 
council said. 


The Postal Service had 
expected 
to raise annual 
revenue by $1.54 billion by 
starting the rate increases 
Jan. 5. But the council said 
that should be reduced by 
$236 million. 
In addition to the boost 
in letter rates, the Postal 
Service will raise the cost of 
mailing a post card from six 
cents to eight cents and the 
cost of an airmail letter from 
11 cents to 13 cents. 
There are numerous other 
increases for second, third 
and fourth class mail.

Every doctor who has at­ 
tended at a delivery knows 
that the first question a mother 
usually asks is whether her 
baby is all right.

But when a mother learns 
her baby has a birth defect, 
other anxious questions arise: 
“Why did this happen to me?” 
“What did I do wrong?” “Will 
my child be able to lead a 
normal life?” “Does this mean 
we can’t have a normal child?” 
In a recently published 
book,aptly titled “Is My Baby 
All Right?”, Dr. Virginia 
Apgar and Joan Beck discuss 
the latest information on the 
common problems, causes, 
treatment, and prevention of 
birth defects. 
It is scientifically accurate, 
easily readable, and offers a 
concise presentation of hu­ 
man biology and its relation­ 
ship to birth defects. The 
authors have intended the 
book for parents, prospective 
parents, families, students, 
and volunteers who work with 
children. 
“Is My Baby All Right?” 
opens with an explanation of 
how life begins and the influ­ 
ence of chromosome mating 
and cell division in causing 
birth defects. 


Informal Guide 
The book covers many 
timely subjects: life before 
birth; what can go wrong and 
why during pregnancy and 


birth; steps that prospective 
parents can follow to improve 
their chances for having 
healthy children; medications 
the pregnant woman should 
avoid; genetic counseling; and 
sources of help for children 
with birth defects.

WASHINGTON - The boU

A tiny, but fierce- looking 
creature about the size of a 
housefly, the boll weevil bores 
into the boll of cotton with his 
anteater- like head and eats the 
bud before it blossoms. His 
endurance and persistence are 
remarkable. 
Dr. Knifling testified that, 
if 99 per cent of a weevil 
population is wiped out, the 
one per cent will survive and 
even 
flourish. 
He said 
the 
in se c t 
has 
developed 
a 
resistance 
to 
all 
biological 
sprays and is showing signs of 
immunity to insecticides, the 
o n ly 
re m a in in g 
effective 
combatant. 
“There’s only one way to 
stop the ravages of the boll 
weevil,” 
Dr. 
Knipling 
said. 
“That’s to organize an all-out 
attack in a concerted way, 
using all the weapons we have. 
The alternative is to continue a 
year- to- year fight on a farm- 
by- farm basis.” And, he said 
that alternative is becoming 
untensable as the boll weevil is 
able more and more to shrug 
off insecticides. 
Since its introduction into 
this country from Mexico in 
1892, the boll weevil has eaten 
his way through more than $10 
billion worth of cotton. His 
cost to the cotton-grower is as 
much as 10 cents per pound of 
cotton, and cost estimates for 
his annual rampage run from 
$200 and $300 million. The

The USDA came to the aid 
o f 
the 
em battled 
cotton 
industry 
in 
1958,

launched, with private groups, 
a $21-million research effort. 
The culmination was the two- 
year experiment concluded last 
summer.

B ra z z e ll, 
th e 
experiment 
cousicted of six stages. It was 
conducted on farmland in an 
area within a 75-mile radius of

The experiment keyed on 
the conviction that the most 
effective time to attack the

“diapause stage” , the time in 
late summer or early fall when

The first stage of the test, 
Dr. 
Brazzell 
said, was the 
" in -s e a s o n 
control 
effort 
program.” The aim was to limit, 
through use o f insecticides, the 
insect population as it could be 
more easily handled in the fall. 
The 
second 
stage, 
Dr. 
Brazzell said, occurred when 
the 
insects 
were 
actually 
entering the diapause stage in 
the fall. It involved timely, 
a c c u ra te 
a p p lic a tio n 
of 
insecticides to destroy as many 
in se c ts 
as 
possible.

researchers were able to reduce 
the 
weevil 
population from 
1,700 an acre in 1971 to a 
maxinum of 13 per acre in the 
fall of 1972, with no insects at 
all detected after Oct. 11.

reproductive purposes,” as Dr. 
Knipling put it. The chemical, 
which can be synthesized in a 
laboratory, 
appeals to both 
sexes.

excitable 
weevils who did not succomb 
to 
the 
siren 
call 
of 
the 
p h ero m o n e, 
the 
scientists 
enhanced the sexual allure with 
an appeal to the appetite. 
Having 
determined 
that 
weevils are drawn to older, 
more advanced cotton plants, 
the scientists set out certain 
“ trap crops.” These small plots 
of exceptionally strong plants 
were daubed with pheromonce 
and laced with insecticides to 
attract and kill the survivors of 
the pheromone traps. 
Then, Dr. Brazzell said, “ in 
one last shot at cleaning up the 
ever- wintering weevils that the 
other techniques missed,” the 
cotton buds were sprayed with 
in s e c tic id e s 
b efo re 
they 
blossomed. By this time the 
insect 
population 
had 
been 
reduced by over 90 per cent. 
Finally, in what must have 
been the ultim ate indignity for 
the few weevils viril enough to 
survive the previous onslaughts, 
the 
scientists dropped from 
airplanes herds of voluptuous 
boll weevils, each and every 
one with the fertility bred out 
of her (or him). The mission of 
these tiny sterile paratroopers, 
Dr. Brazzell said, was to mate
